RADICAL PERTINACITY. 


Egyptian subjects have of late been given by 
Sir Edward Grey : 

Dr. Rutherford —To ask the Secretary of , 
State for Foreign Affairs, whether, notwith- 
standing that the war-in the Sudan was con- 
cluded in 1899, several of the Dervish emirs 
or commandersare still imprisoned at Damietta, 
in Egypt, under severe disciplinary regulations; 
whether he will state the grounds for their 
continued incarceration ; and whether, having 
regard to the present peaceful condition of the 
Sudan, he will recommend the authorities in 
Egypt to grant their immediate liberation, |

English or in. French only ; and that in the 
technical schools and professional colleges 
(with the exception of the school of law, where 
French is still partly. used), all instruction is 
imparted in English only, and frequently by 
teachers who are quite unfamiliar with the 
vernacular ; and whether, seeing that the 
employment of a foreign tongue as a medium 
of tuition increases the difficulty of acquiring 
accurate knowledge of any subject, and is 
regarded both by the parents of pupils and the 
pupils themselves as an unnecessary hardship, 
he will advise the Egyptian Government to 
employ the vernacular henceforth as the sole 
medium of tuition. 

The language question constitutes a very 
difficult problem for the Egyptian Educational 
Department, chiefly owing to the dearth of 
teachers@competent to give the necessary 
instruction in Arabic, and the absence of 
scientific text books in that language. 

In the circumstances, the Egyptian Govern- 
ment are frequently placed, in the dilemma of 
either giving instruction in a European langu- 
age, or being content with an inferior standard 
of teaching. And, in general, they have prefer- 
red the former alternative. They are, however, 
fully alive to the objections referred to by the 
Hon. Member, and are doing their. best to 
remedy them by training competent native 
teachers. 

Mr. Robertson asked further, whether the 
lack of teachers competent to give instruction 
in Arabic was not the result of the-policy of 
the British Control in Egypt, and whether 
down till some years ago such teachers were 
not available. 

Sir E. Grey asked for notice of the question.
